SEATTLE. 
Aug. 15. — United 
States b omb ers lost a chance to 
annihilate a Japanese surface force, 
including an aircraft carrier, off 
Alaska last June b ecause of the 
“unfortunate failure of army and 
navy coordination,” Rep. Warren 
G. Magnuson (D-Wash.) asserted 
today. 
Magnuson, a memb er of the house 
naval affairs committee, told inter­ 
viewers on his return from an in­ 
spection tour of Alaska military 
b ases that "failure on the part 
of one army command to Interpret 
lib erally standing naval orders re­ 
garding enemy contact resulted in a 
delay which gave the enemy an 
opportunity to remove itself." 
'1 lie army command responsib le, 
he added, has since b een relieved 
of duty, "and I am glad to say 
that there is no possib ility of this 
happening again." The army high 
command in Alaska now. he pre­ 
dicted. would “welcome a Japanese 
¡ask force at 
this stage of 
the 
game.” 
Questioned Orders 
“The army command was located 
within operating distance of the 
Japanese 
task 
force,” 
Magnuson 
said. “I have information that it 
was notified soon after the Dutch 
Haib or attack that 
navy PBY's 
1 flying b oats) had a Japanese car­ 
rier under continual ob f-ervation. 
and that they were waiting for 
the arrival of land-b ased aircraft 
to make the kill. 
“The army command, however, 
b elieved its orders were not suffi­ 
ciently b road to w arrant sending 
out a b omb ing force at this phase 
of the b attle without definite in­ 
structions. 
“As a result, army 
planes re­ 
mained on the ground, and b efore 
naval authorities couid straighten 
the matter out, 
the 
Japs 
had 
slipped away from ob servation. 
“Later the army did succeed in 
making contact, b ut not under as 
favorab le 
circumstances 
as 
they 
might have found if the response 
had b een earlier.” 
Army and navy officers in Alaska 
are now working in closest cooper­ 
ation, he said. 
Rep. Magnuson who only a few 
weeks ago was in active service with 
the navy as a lieutenant command- 
ei said he felt the Alaska situation 
was serious b ut not alarming, and 
that the navy had the b attle

Alaska and the Aleutians well in 
hand.

BERLIN (From German Broad­ 
casts), Aug. 15.—The German high 
command corrected its report of 
Aug. 13 that the 14,700-ton United 
States aircraft carrier Wasp had 
b een hit b y six b omb s and set afire 
in the Mediterranean and said the 
damaged warship instead was a 
British aircraft carrier of the Il­ 
lustrious type. 
The correction was made in a 
special b ulletin describ ing results 
of the Mediterranean convoy b at­ 
tle in which the high command

English Dispatches Declare 
Yanks Will Control 
Tulagi Island

Japanese dispatches acknowledged 
for the first time today that United 
States marines have landed “on one 
of the Solomon islands” 9 00 miles 
northeast of Australia, and that 
Japanese troops were engaged in 
fierce fighting to ward off the 
American sea-b orne invasion. 
In Washington, the navy an­ 
nounced that 
the marines were 
"progressing satisfactorily” in con­ 
solidating 
b eachheads 
on 
three 
islands in the Solomons. 
Win Air Superio rity 
There were indications, too, that 
Allied fliers had won vital superi­ 
ority in the southwest Pacific skies. 
English dispatches from Sydney, 
Australia, said the Americans “have 
or soon will have complete control 
over Tulagi island.” site of one of 
the b est harb ors in the South Seua 
war theater, 
“The huge naval b attle off the 
Solomon Islands which insulted Ift 
overwhelming victory for the Jap­ 
anese navy has b een concluded ac­ 
cording to latest reports,” asserted 
a Tokyo dispatch to DNB, official 
German news agency.. 
"Only a few enemy units suc­ 
ceeded In escaping, apparently In 
the direction of Australia. 
"Fierce fighting is reported to b e 
taking 
place 
b etween 
Japanese 
forces and United States marines 
who have landed on one of the 
Solomon islands ” 
Tokyo offered no ex planation of 
how American leathernecks estab ­ 
lished 
b eachhpads, even on one 
island. In the face of its claims to 
have routed Allied naval forces. 
By contrast, a United States navy 
communique last night declared: 
Naval units nre engaged In pro­ 
tecting our lines of communications 
On the Solomons) and escorting 
supply vessels to our occupying 
forces.” 
Stro ng ly Entrenched 
Dispatches from Australia said 
the marines now’ were so strongly 
entrenched that only "the heaviest 
reinforcements" 
c o ul d 
dislodge 
them. 
Winging far out over the South 
Seas, giant 
United 
States army 
flying fortresses and attack b omb ­ 
ers were striking ’round-the-clock 
b lows to prevent the enemy from 
transporting reinforcements to the 
b attle scene. 
While the main b attle raged In 
the Solomons, other United Nation« 
troops engaged in a series of clashes 
with the enemy at Kokoda, New 
Guinea, 00 miles west of the key 
Allied outpost of Port Moresb y.

to keep the tax experts busy for the next 25 years 
just figuring out what hit them.

TARTAR SLOWS KICK 
IN WINE BEVERAGES 


Stanford Students Prove 
Point Through Number 
Of Ex periments

NEW YORK—The 
reason 
why 
the alcohol in whiskey and gin has 
a bigger kick 
for most 
drinkers 
than the same amount of alcohol in 
wine has been found 
at Stanford 
University School 
of Medicine. 
Cream of Tartar in 
the 
wine 
makes th? difference. That chemi­ 
cal slows the passage of 
alcohol 
from the stomach to the blood The 
kick of drinking comes only after 
the alcohol reaches the blood and 
brain. 
Whisky and gin alcohol, 
unim­ 
peded by cream of tartar, piles up 
more quickly in the blood. 
Cream 
of tartar—hydrogen potassium 
ni­ 
trate— is a natural part ot grape 
juice. 
In win« - making mast of it 
comes out. in the form of a precip­ 
itate known as argols, which is the 
principal industrial source of cream 
of tartar. 
A trace remains in the 
wine. 
The report is made in Science, of­ 
ficial organ of American 
Science, 
by Doctors Henry Newman 
and 
Mason Abramson. They found that 
Scotch, pure alcohol, bourbon and 
gin alcohol were absorbed into the 
blood two to three times 
faster 
than alcohol from 
port and bur­ 
gundy 
When a little of the natural wine 
material was added to 
the 
hard 
drinks, they were slowed down to 
the wine rate. 
However, the Stanford 
experi- 
mentors found also that men dif­ 
fer. because of the way their stom­ 
achs act with alcohol 
One man 
just naturally absorbed hard liquor 
alcohol not a 
bit faster than wine. 
His blood 
took the 
alcohol 
from 
Bourbon whisky slower than lrom 
either of the wines. 
The ex planation in his case was 


that alcohol 
interfered 
with 
the 
normal movements of his stomach. 
This effect was so marked that al­ 
cohol nauseated him. 
Cream of tart a» is what chemists 
call 
a buffer 
it changes acidity. 
I he Stanford physicians drew 
the 
kick out of thr hard 
drinks 
by 
using an amount of the buffer that ' 
would give whisky exactly the same 
acidity as wine

WASHINGTON—The Navy’s new 
mystery weapon, mentioned recently 
by Representative Vinson, may or 
may not have been developed by 
the OSRD, but th at little known 
four-letter agency represents the 
mightiest mobilization of scientific 
brains to help win the war in the 
nation’s history. 
Under the aegis of the Office of 
Scientific Research and Develop­ 
ment, thousands of scientistc work 
secretly in college and industrial 
laboratories throughout the coun­ 
try on new weapons and devices 
ior the Navy and the Army. 
Generalissimo of this army of 
scientists is Dr. Vannevar Bush, 
president of the Carnegie Institu­ 
tion and long noted electrical engi­ 
neer and mathematician. Dr. Bush, 
an amiable homespun Yankee with 
a rustic drawl, says about 100 de­ 
vices and formulas which have gone 
through OSRD research have been 
accepted by the Army and Navy 
and put into production. 
Developments Arc Secret 
While the specific nature of virtu­ 
ally all of these developments is a 
rigidly-guarded 
secret, 
one 
dis­ 
closed product of OSRD is the 
Army’s new amphibious Jeep. The 
idea of a "sea-going jeep" is not 
new, but improvements in its de­ 
sign by the OSRD eliminated me­ 
chanical 
difficulties 
which 
made 
previous models impracticable. 
The OSRD has two main branches, 
the 
National 
Defense 
Research 
Committee and the Committee on 
Medical Research. 
The former is 
split into four principal divisions 
dealing with (1) armor and ord­ 
nance, (2) chemical problems, (3» 
communications and transportation 
and <4) detectors. 
Incidentally, 
Dr. 
Bush 
was 
a 
specialist in submarine detection as 
long ago as World war I. While at 
Massachusetts Institute of Tech­ 
nology, where he was dean of en­ 
gineering. he built a famous dif­ 
ferential analyzer. 
It's a m athe­ 
matical robot which solves complex 
equations in a short time. 
Under the four divisions of the 
Defense 'Research Committee are 
some 60 sections, each devoting all 
of its time to one particular sub­ 
ject. For example, one section works 
on predictors for use in anti-air­ 
craft fire. Others can be assumed 
to handle such problems as super­ 
explosives. tough armor plate, high 
precision instruments and gadgets 


for aircraft, Anks, artillery and 
warships. 
Each section has liaison officers 
from the Army and Navy, as well 
as scientists and engineers from 
civilian ranks, who are specialists 
on a particular problem. 
OSRD Employ s 740 
Some 
740 
scientists — physicists, 
chemists, 
engineers, 
metallurgists 
and even astronomers — work for 
OSRD without 
compensation. 
It 
also has nearly 700 contracts for 
research jobs with 14 colleges and 
universities and 300 such contracts 
with industrial establishments. 
The Committee on Medical Re­ 
search. headed by Dr. A N. Rich­ 
ards of the University of Pennsyl­ 
vania, makes special studies ior 
♦he Army and Navy on methods of 
j tombatting soldier sickness and of 
treating war wounds. It is search­ 
ing, for example, for an effective 
prophylactic against malaria. 
It. is aiso studying ways of reliev­ 
ing the fatigue of aviators. 
To 
combat fatigue, the Germans have 
been using a substance called per­ 
vitin, which is a modification ol 
henzedrin» 
American investigators 
are working on that and other 
substances 
A committee appointed by .Secre­ 
tary of War Stimson brings the 
high command into close contact 
with the country’s brains. Dr. Bush 
is chairman of the committee and 
the other members are Brig Gen. 
Raymond G. Moses, of the Army 
general staff, and Rear Admiral 
Willis A 
Lee, assistant chief of 
stall of the chief of naval oper- 
; ations. 
Among other "big leaguers" In 
GSRD are Dr. Karl T. Compton, 
president of M.I.T.; Dr. James 
B. 
i Conant, president of Harvard uni­ 
versity; Dr. Frank B. Jewett, presi­ 
dent of the National Academy of 
Sciences, and Dr. Richard Tolan of 
California Tech.
